EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 2003-_l!l 

RELATIVE TO AMENDING EXECUTIVE ORDER No. 94-17 

WHEREAS, Executive Order No. 94-17 established the Department of Corrections 
Revolving Fund; and 

WHEREAS, all funds collected from the U.S. Marshals Service, the U.S. Immigration 
Service and the U.S. Bureau of Prisons for housing U.S. prisoners and detainees; employees of 
the Department of Corrections for meals they purchase at the department's dining facility; and 
the sale of wet garbage (pig slop) to private persons, shall be deposited into said Fund; and 

WHEREAS, this fund may be used to purchase clothing for prisoners and detainees, 
food stuffs for the dining facility, equipment, medical supplies, medicine for prisoners and 
detainees, medical billings, sanitary and hygiene supplies, medical/dental supplies, and other 
pharmaceutical supplies and including payment for prisoner/detainee costs maintenance in any 
off-island prison or medical institution. Furthermore, the fund may be used for capital 
improvement and renovation projects for the department and for personnel overtime payments; 
and 

WHEREAS, the D,epartment of Corrections receives fees from the U.S. Air Force for jail 
services for its prisoners through a Memorandum of Agreement (MOA); and 

WHEREAS, the Department of Corrections receives a monthly fee for the use of space 
at the Adult Correctional Facility by a privately-run canteen at the Adult Correctional Facility; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Department of Corrections from time to time receives reimbursement 
grants from the State Crill).inal Alien Assistance Program of the U.S. Department of Justice for 
the incarceration/detention of criminal aliens; and 

WHEREAS, such funds should be placed in the revolving fund to offset the expenses of 
housing federal prisoners and for other purposes indicated herein. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FELIX P. CAMACHO, I Maga'lahen Guahan, Governor of 
Guam, by virtue of the authority vested in me by the Organic Act of Guam, as amended, and 5 
G.C.A. § 22108, hereby order the following amendments: 

1. Paragraph 2 of Executive Order 94-17 is rescinded and a new paragraph 2 is 
promulgated to read: 

"All funds collected from the U.S. Marshal Service, the U.S. Immigration and 
Naturalization Service and the U.S. Bureau of Prisons for housing U.S. prisoners 
and detainees; the employees of the Department of Corrections for meals they 
purchase at the Department's dining facility; the sale of wet garbage (pig slop) to 
private persons; the canteen for the use of floor space at DOC; the U.S. Air Force 
for jail services; and, proceeds from reimbursement grants from the State 
Criminal Alien Program of the U.S. Department of Justice received for the 
incarceration/detention of criminal aliens, shall be deposited into said Fund." 

2. Paragraph i of Executive Order No. 2000-29 is also rescinded and a new 
paragraph 1 is promulgated to read: 

"Funds in ,the Department of Corrections Revolving Fund may be used to 
purchase clothing for prisoners and detainees, food stuff for the dining facility, 
equipment, medical/dental supplies, prescription and over-the-counter medicines, 
sanitary/hygiene supplies, and other pharmaceutical supplies including payment 
for prisoner/detainee maintenance costs in any off-island prison or medical

institutions. Furthermore, this fund may also be used for capital improvement and 
renovation ,projects for the Department, payment for overtime and related 
personnel costs, and payment for galley outsourcing services."
